town elght miles away. Having arrived 
there, he telephoned Aller, who sent for 
hisson, a man of twenty-four. A promi- 
nent physician and an inspector of police 
were invited to come in and witness the 


experiment and to testify to the absence 
of fraud. At 3:30 young Aller arrived 
at the office, and inquired what his 


father desired. Some excuse was made 
but he was not informed that he was 
going to be hynotized and hypnotism was 
not mentioned. The four men, young 
Aller, his father, the physician and the 
inspector, sat down in the editor's 
room and began to talk. All were 
smoking cigars. As the clock in the 
room finished striking 4 young Aller 
put down hie cigar and fell back in his 
chair in the hynotic sleep. "The first 
half of the experiment was a complete 


success, but it remained to be seen if he 


would awake in three minutes, as it had 
been agreed Sixtus would try to waké 
him. At precisely three minutes after 


4 the young man opened his eyes, took 
up his cigar and put It in his mouth. It 
had gone out. 


"It is strange,” he said, but when- 
ever I get to talking I forget to smoke."
